The existing para 10 may be substituted by 
the following; — 

"10. An import licence issued to a 
registered manufacturer-exporter,’ 

against his own exports, may, on re¬ 
quest, be made valid for— 

(a ) an amount not exceeding 20 per 
cent of the value of the licence or 
one lakh of rupees, whichever is 
less, for import of permissible 
types of jigs and tools and equip¬ 
ment for packaging and tugging), 
and _ 

(b) an amount not exceeding 50 
per cent of the value of the licence 
or Rs, 25,000, whichever is less, for 
import of plant and machinery re¬ 
quired for replacement, balancing 
or modernisation.” 


3. The above decision will be applicable in respect of all unutilised valid licences 
already issued and those to be issued hereafter to manufacturer-exporter against 
their own exports effected on or after 6th June 1966. 

4. The provisions of this Public Notice will not however, be applicable in 
respect of export of Gem and Jewellery items, Handicrafts and Cinematographic 
films (exposed). In their case, the applications will, as before, be considqted for 
items mentioned in Col. 4 of the Policy statement against the aforesaid items, con¬ 
tained in Part B, Section III of the Import Trade Control Policy Book for April 
1967—March 1968. 

5. Para 107(3) of the Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1967 may also be 
deemed to have been amended accordingly.
